Dr.  James  A.  Harritt,  a  member  of  ike  medical school 's  original  faculty,  died  March  16,  131/2  at  Baptist  Hospital.  He  was 
72.  Dr.  Hartill  was  born  in  Mooresvitle,  N.C.  He  received  the  B.S.  degree  in  1331  and  the  B.S.  degree  C medicine)  in  1333 
from  Wake  Forest  College.  He  received  the  M.  D.  degree  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  School  of  Medicine  in  1335  and 
completed  his  residency  training  at  Kings  County  Hospital,  Brooklyn,  N.Y. 

Dr.  Harrill  was  one  of  12  physicians  practicing  in  Winston-Salem  who  joined  the  Bowman  Gray  faculty  in  1341  when  the 
school  was  moved  here  and  expanded  to  a  four  year  medical  school.  He  was  the  first  head  of  the  medical  school's  Section  on 
Otolaryngology,  a  position  he  held  for  3X  years  before  relinquishing  his  administrative  duties  and  being  named  professor 
emeritus  in  1373- 

During  his  career  at  Bowman  Cray,  Dr.  Harrill  became  nationally  recognized  as  a  leader  in  his  field.  He  served  as  president 
of  the  American  Laryngological,  Rhinological  and  Otological  Society,  president  of  the  Society  of  University  Otolaryngologists, 
president  of  the  North  Carolina  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat Society,  and  director  of  the  American  Board  of  Otolaryngology.  He 
also  held  offices  in  the  American  Broncho- Esophagological  Association. 

Noted  as  a  clinician  and  teacher,  he  developed  the  residency  training  program  in  otolaryngology  that  continues  to  be  highly 
regarded.  Dr.  Harrill  will  be  remembered  by  all  who  had  the  privilege  to  work,  and  learn  under  his  guidance.

"I  swear  by  Apollo,  the  physician  ...to  consider  dear  to  me  as  my  parents  him  who  taught  me 
this  art;  to  live  in  common  with  him  and  if  necessary  to  share  my  goods  with  him;  to  look  upon  his 
children  as  my  own  brothers,  to  teach  them  this  art  if  they  so  desire  without  fee  or  written 
promise;  to  impart  to  my  sons  and  the  sons  of  the  master  who  taught  me  and  the  disciples  who 
have  enrolled  themselves  and  have  agreed  to  the  rules  of  the  profession,  but  to  these  alone,  the 
precepts  and  the  instruction.  I  will  prescribe  regimen  for  the  good  of  my  patients  according  to  my 
ability  and  my  judgment  and  never  do  harm  to  anyone.  To  please  no  one  wilt  I  prescribe  a  deadly 
drug,  noraive  advice  which  may  cause  his  death.
